The committee, consisting of Robert 
Rantoul and Ralph C. Wells, has a let- 
ter of introduction to T, M. Campbell, 
Governor of Texas, and to the various 
trade organizations of the state from 
President Bernard J. Rothwell to the 
effect that they have been delegated 
by the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
to investigate there the proposition 
which has been made by a large nuim- 
ber of the representative trade organi: 
gations of the Chamber for the eastal)- 
lishment of a direct line of steamers 
between Boston and some Texas port, 
and to cooperate with the organisations 
referred to and all others Interested 
in that project. President Rothwell in 
hia letter saya: 

“It la the belief of many of ourpromi- 
nent men of alfaira that such a line of 
communication would not only prove a 
direct: ffiancial benefit to both sections 
but that it would likewise tend to de- 
velop still more intimately trade and 
social relationa hetween the people of 
the two commonwealtha,”

GRAND TRUNK ROAD v 
ACTIVITY IntcncoTo 
SPRINGFIELD REGION 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—The business 
men of western Massachusetts are 
watching with great interest the railroad 
projects that have come to light in this 
section of the state in the last few 
weeks. The activity of the Grand Trunk 
in seeking business here, and the birth 
of the Hampden Railroad Corporation, 
which purposes to Springtield 
and Holyoke with the Central Massachu- 
setts division of the Boston & Maine 
railroad by means of a line through Chic- 
opee and Ludlow to Bondsville; in the 
town of Palmer, have brought about a 
very important situation, not only be- 
cause of the additional transportation 
facilities that these projects will afford, 
but also because of the influence thes® 
movements will have on local problems 
in this city, Holyoke and Chicopee. 

By means of its Central Vermont line, 
the Grand Trunk will be able when the 
link from Palmer to Providence is built, 
to bid for the great western freight 
business that now goes to the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, Boston 
& Albany and Boston & Maine lines and 
connections. This practically new line 
to the West make manufacturers 
and business men in this part of the 
state almost independent of the exiat- 
ing lines, for although the Grand Trunk 
route may require a day or two longer 
for through shipments to Chicago and 
the Weat, the Canadian line's rates are 
not subject to supervision of the inter- 
state commerce commission, as a great 
part of the route lies in Canadian ter- 
ritory. If the Trunk can make 
lower tates that American lines

It was in the South that he began his 
work as a musician, devoting himself to 
it as a pleasureymerely, and he pursued 
his studies in Savannah. His first work 
was a collection of sacred music with 
some pieces of his own included. This 
was refused by publishers in Philadel- 
phia and Boston, but finally reached the 
attention of the Handel and Haydn 
directors and was published as “The 
Handel and Haydn Society collection of 
Church Music.” Dr. Mason’s name was 
omitted from the work, as he did not 
wish to be known as a musician, evi- 
dently thinking that it would interfere 
with his standing as a bank officer!

FOR GRAUFFEURS IN 
NEW YORK'S NEW LAW 


Callan Bill, Which Will Go 
Into Effect on August 1, 
Requires Filing of Applica- 
tions by Wednesday. 


SOME OF NEW RULES 


ALBANY, N. Y-~Automobilists are 
manifesting much interest just now in 
the actual going into effect of the new 
Callan state law, which becomes opera- 
tive Ang. 1, and which contains many 
radical] changes over the laws which have 
heretofore governed the operating of 
motor cars in this state. Many more 
formalities will have to be gone through 
by chauffeurs under the new acts than 
in the past, and the actual working out 
of the new provisions will be closely 
watched. 

Application blanks for chauffeurs and 
for obtaining registration numbers for 
cars can be got at most garages, supply 
stores and automobile salesrooms, and 
must be filed by next Wednesday. The 
chauffeurs’ blank requires answers to a 
great many questions regarding the per- 
sonal description of the applicant, his 
experience in driving, convictions under 
the motor vehicle law, etc. 

Applicants for driving licenses are re- 
quired to paste their photographs, circu- 
lar in shape and two inches in diameter, 
in a space provided in the blank. These 
photographs must have been taken within 
30 days of the date of the application and 
three pictures are required, a second one 
must be sent loose with the application 
and the third retained for the final ob- 
taining of the license. The filled out 
blank must be sent to Secretary Koenig 
atl Albany, with $2.50 fee for the six 
months ending January 31. If the blank 
is found to be correctly filled out the 
secretary of state’s oflice sends the appli- 
cant a permit to he examined at the local 


bureau at a certain specified day and

The first work on any stream 
consists of placing a series of these 
“barrages” at certain regular intervals 
in the stream bed in’ such a way that 
the profile formed a line along their 
apillways will give the angle of slope 
which it is desired the atream bed shall 
have. Theso “barrages” fill in above 
with debris so that if successful thev 
actually form part of the stream bed. 
The type of “barrage” varies greatly, 
but in general those on the upper alopes 
are amall and built of dry stone, where- 
as those in the lower part of the stream 
are built of dressed atones and mortar 
and are larger and much more costly,

REASON FOR SLUMP 


Politienl and crop uncertainties, which 
have contributed considerably to the dul- 
ness of the securities markets for some 
time past, were again much discussed 


this morning} It was a dull, dragging 
market today¥, Prices were easier at the 
opening, ‘There was little stock pressed 
for sale and at the same time there was 
emall demand, 

There have been many attempts to 
analyze the situation in order to discover 
the real cause of the continued decline 
in the market, Business conditions are 
good in the main, and there is nothing 
overhanging the situation that has not 
been discounted already, according to 
most atalysts, However, when stocks 
are reviewed for a series of years it will 
be seen that the market is acting very 
naturally. In other words, it is believed 
that the slump, which has been alto- 
gether orderly, is to be expected if past 
records of the market are a safe cri- 
terion, 

Canadian Pacifie was off a point at 
the opening at 185% and continued to 
sig. Of the industrials U, S, Stee] and 
Amalgamated Copper displayed the most 
weakness, Both were off good fractions, 
United Fruit was off a point on the 
local market at 184, 

Price variations of New York stocks

ANNUAL reports. of many corporations 
whose fiscal year has just ended are now 
The beginning to make their appearance. Some 
peculiar contrasts and wide variations are 
presented in the matter of gross and net 
earnings. It is the exception, however, that 
a large increase in gross revenues 1s not 
shown for the twelve months. In many 
instances the total earnings are the largest 
in the history of the companies making the 
reports. In a goodly number of cases the net earnings likewise 
exceed those of any former period. On the other hand, there are 
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THE increasing regard for the conservation movement is shown 
by the fact that the discussion regarding who is to be credited with 
the authorship of it is growing in earnestness. It seems destined 
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many corporations whose reports show a phenomenal gain in total 
revenues and either a very small increase in net returns or a slight 
loss. Not many railway companies have yet submitted their annual 
statements, but accurate estimates are made of the year's results 
which show that in most cases there has been a very large gain 
in gross earnings but a falling off in net. Railway officials attribute 
this state of affairs to higher wages paid employees and higher 
prices for materials. They use this as an argument in favor of 
increasing their freight and passenger rates, a subject now causing 
so much controversy in commercial and financial circles. It is a 
question with which the interstate commerce commission has to 
deal, and as it necessarily will involve much inquiry it will be 
some months hence before a decision has been reached as to whether 
higher rates shall be permitted. Meanwhile, economies of various 
kinds doubtless will be resorted to. 

Much has been said this week concerning the crops. The 
recently issued government report estimating the yield as indicated 
by conditions on July 1 was unfavorable so far as spring wheat 
is concerned. The deterioration at that time was considerable. 
Better conditions have prevailed since July 1, and at present a much 
more optimistic view of the situation is entertained. The most 
important report of the entire year is that which will be issued 
showing conditions prevailing on August 1. Until then plans for 
future operations will not be made on an extensive’ scale. There 
has been further curtailment of production in some lines of industry, 
but the copper output continues to grow. Prices of commodities 
show further concessions, and, while in many cases quotations 
indicate little change, the tendency continues downward, a condition 
very much to be desired for the benefit of general business. The 
fundamental conditions of the country are sound, and the outlook 
continues bright.

R. W. Wheelock, secretary to Governor 
Eberhart, had written a statement making it clear that nothing less 
than a free and open discussion of the issues would be satisfactory 
to the northwestern states, where the demand is tor practical rather 
than theoretical conservation.

against themselves, the commissioners but become the stronger. 
They do their duty well, but it is mot because of any excellence 
particularly resident in them that they are upheld, but because they 
represent the great fact that the people must in all cases and at 
all costs receive the work from their servants for which they pay. 
The hopelessness of trying to impede the cause of justice in the 
treatment of the people and their rights will be as signally shown 
in Pittsfield as it has been in Boston, and as, to the strengthening 
of our country, it will be shown in every part of the United States.

Nevertheless, however great our cause for irritation with 
Nicaragua and however that republic’s action may tempt our hasty 
judgment, our duty of calmness and fairness grows all the greater. 
The ill manners of Madriz are a temporary incident in a complica- 
tion that will adjust itself, but permanent and outstanding is the 
imperative necessity that tn South America there should exist free 
self-governments of men that are friendly to us and recognize in us 
allies in preserving the happiness of the two great continents. It 
may be said with some assurance that our policy and its substantive 
exposition in South America has suffered severely, inasmuch as the 
changing character of our civil service makes it impossible to 
develop a continuous scheme of treatment. It may be possible, 
that in the future the people will learn the vital importance. of 
a permanent, trained diplomatic body. As things go now, however, 
we must content ourselves with the results not of any policy or 
body of experience but with expediency. 


But there is one feature of our government’s attitude toward 
the South American republics that is in every way correct and that 
we would impress upon our readers’ attention. This feature is 
the fact that though at times the United States government has 
been sorely tried, it has, nevertheless, steadily displayed toward its 
sister republics patience, kindness and justice, and has as steadily 
refrained from overbearing acts that would show any tendency 
on our part to bully or to take advantage of our superior strength. 
There are two reasons why this course must be upheld; the first 
is, that we naturally as a nation feel a kindness for sister republics 
and desire to preserve friendly relations with them. The second 
is diplomatically more important, for it is the grave one that if 
we were to show injustice to a South American government or to 
adopt a tone of hectoring and follow it by acts based on force, 
we should furnish to foreign governments a precedent that they 
would like very much to have. No American ought ever to forget 
this, and upon it he should shape his conduct. The question 1s

In the evening, he tells us, it is quite the thing down there to 
dine at a government hotel, where the service 1s along strict govern- 
mental lines. As the coupons are not good if detached, they cannot 
be used to tip the waiters; but this apparent detect in the system 
is overcome by the fact that the attendants have all their wants 
supplied. After the government hotel dinner there is usually a 
stroll on the government promenade, a hop, perhaps, in the 
government assembly room, a pleasant walk home and a night of 
calm repose under a government roof. 

All this is a temporary arrangement. Put it may teach its lesson.
